At night he used to set 
traps in camp S»r, small mammals. 
One night he heard me of these traps 
go otr under his Hammock. He reach- 
ed down for it, and aa he fumbled for 
the chain he felt a snake atrlke at him, 
just missing him Jn th* darkness, but 
actually brushing his hand. He lit a 
light nnd saw that a big Jararaca had 
lj«en caught ia the trap." and he pre- 
served it ah a specimen.
